Copies of Ibe Secretary* rrport bill 
were handed to members of the commi'- 
tee and were scanned with great interest 
After being unreduced to the various 
fteatinmeu of the committee, Mr. Gage 
begun hi* statemeDt.^peaklDg in an enay, 
converaatloual manner 
and following 


poles. He 0aid in opening : 


"1'he objects I have in mind, in tlie 


series uf pm»vimoos oflered by me. me 
four in number: First to commit the 
country more thoroughly '0 the gold 
standard; remove, BO tur aa poasible, 
doubts and tvars on that point, and thu^ 
strengthen llie credit of tbe 
United 


states, both at home and abroad. 


'^ewrju, to strengthen the Treasury 


io relation to its deniand hibiutie*. in 
\vhicb are included greenbacks, treasury 
notes'aEd fthe incidental obligation to 
maintain on a parity,througb interchange 
ubllUv with gold, so far us may be neces- 
sary, the present large volume ol allver 
certitfcatea and silver dollars.

"Fourth, to take an initial step toward 


a Si stein ot bank note issues without the 
conuitlODHt deposit of public bonds aa 
security therefor.

ptople, the levenue of the govtrnuient 
ought to be somewbat in advance of ita 
expenditures and the public debt of the 
1'iiited States be gradually reduced arjtf 
linally extinguished. 


"•l.uokmg at the questjion widely, from 


mp beat point of knowledge and experi- 
ence. 1 feel that if these could be secured 
the condition of the government in it* 
relation to the currency, would be much 
»afer and stromer tfhuu now, and thul 
through the operation of national b'irik 
note currency, tbe ommeicial and IL- 
dustnui interests of the 1'oiTed Mate* 
wun)d be greatly advantage^.1' 


Turning from his notes, Mr. Gage pro- 


ceeded extemporaneously as folio JVB: 
k'As to the nrst proposition—to com- 


mit the country more thoroughly to tue 
gold standard, remove,aa far aa possible, 
doubts and fears on that point and tin's 
strengthen the I'oited saates Treasury 
at home and abroad—I would say tli at 
tbe proposition to refund 
the banded 


debt 6t the Vuited States DOW payable. 
in,coin, into Donda bearing on their face 
a lower rate of interest and payable, 
principal and Interest, in gold, is a meas- 
ure directed to that end. 
'•It costs nothing to the government 


whatever, so far as tbe refunding of it i 
concerned, 
except 
the expenditures 


necessary to print tbe bonds and to do 
tbe clerical work. It takes ambiguity 
out of the relations of the government to 
its creditors; it gives,! believe, atreneth, 
security and power to the whole com- 
mercial acd industrial system of the 
Unite.: States, and the measure, as It 
prepared here in the bill, will 10 my 
opinion, accomplish that object. 


"The other measures which are before 


you, 
which I am now ready to be qu 


tioned about, have been drawn to a cu n- 
pase, not only the objects named, but tbe 
various purpose* already detailed to me. 
If they are worthy objects they ought to 
be recogniz-rt and secured; it they are 
unworthy UDJ'C 
TB They ought to be 


reeled ; or if tbe manner ol securing lliem 
is not a wise oae, as I have outlined, the 
manner ought to be rejected or reformed 
o* improved." 


After this initial statement it waa 


deemed advisable to read the becretirr'n 
bill in detail and discuss it section by 
section. 


A wide ratine of discussion occurred 


on section 2 of the bill, IB answer to in- 
qulnea Mr. Gage said its general pal- 
pose was the same aa that Ptl farth 
the President. 
He also "eairl in answer 


to a question from Mr. Cox that there 
was no probability that the parity be- 
tween gold arjd silver will he disturbed 
by the provisions tor exchanging treas- 
ury notes and silver ternncates, accu- 
mulated in tbe redemp'ion lund, lor 
coin, meaning gold. 
In tne bood section Mr. Gage changed 


the bill so h« to make the 
i merest paj- 


able quarterly. He said the only p u i - 
pose ot the section was to refund out- 
standing bonds for low Interest bonds 
payable in gold. Tbia would aot reduce 
tbe gross amount of the debt, but It 
would make a ?avmg on interest, which 
tbe Secretary roughly calculated at 810,- 
000.000 annually, 
i At present this governmen* paid high 
ates on some of its bond issues. 
He 


thought it possible tbat Iftese could be 
taken up in time at a rate of interest 
even below 2 percent., bu'.thia proposed 
21', per cent, rate was at least a step 
toward reduction of the interest charge. 
Mr. Gage said tu> bad excluded from hN 
refunding plan bonda Uasued in IS 
although in hi? recommendation to 
COL- 


gress the bonds were erroneously in- 
cluded. He said he preferred to let tbe-e 
bonds alone, as a question had been 
raided at the time of their issue as to 
their payment in gold, and he did nut 
wish to enter upon tbat question. 


In reply to Mr. Johnson, of India 


Mr. Gage said the bill would exojude all 
tbe bonds issued under t?ie Clevt-lind 
administration. 


Mr. Gage explained tbe plfln of Usn 


national bank notes for liulfed Statea 
notea, treaaurv notes ard silver c-rtin 
cates and tbe cuverlagot the latter d< 
mand nolea for refunding bonds. He 
eaid the purpose ot this was tu accumu- 
late (200,000,000 of tbe demand obii 
lions, placing them aaide where tbev 
would relieve to tbat extent the demands 
on tbe treasury. It was essential that 
these demand obligations should be ma 
terlallr reduced. 
At tbe same time he 


did not consider it safe to contract tbe 
currency by f iOO,090 000 at one atroki 
and, for that reason, he had provided for 
ao ioBue of national banknotes to nil tte 
vacuum. 


Mr. iJrossus asserted the banks won] 


be called upon to maintain che parkv 
and If unable to do so.ttie country wouk 
at once be forced 'a a silver bails. 


Mr. Gage apprehended no auch emei 


ic^ncy, Mr. Gage intimated there were 
f!MO 000 000 ot demand obligations out 
standing, but IE was a practical Impoa 
slblllty ibat all these should be presented 
at any irne time or or even a small per 
cerjtsjre of them. 


Mr. Gage aaid his bill would be sni 


plemented by a meatute carrying out tb 
recommendation of the President tba 
tbe Secretary be empowered to borrow 
when circum'Uujcea demanded, »100, 
000,000 for not exceeding one year. Tbi 
power would not be eierclsed except a 
rare Intervals, bat It 
would have 


steadying effect.
